ISLE OF MAN 


WoW-

DOUGLAS, ISLE OF MAN, Sept. 
20-25, 1971 — With 20 men finishing 
out of 32 starters, all om Gold or Silver 
medals, America gave the rest of the 
world something new to fret about at 
the 46th annual running of the 
International. Six-Days Trials. The 
coveted World Trophy for the best team 
performance again went behind the Iron 
Curtain to Czechoslovakia, for the 
second year in a row. But the free world 
is hanging in there with West Germany 
only nine points down from the Czechs 
on special tests, followed by the 
Communists of East Germany and very 
close on their wheels the American 
sportsmen and the Dutch teams, tied for 
fourth place. 

Much credit for our country’s 
showing in this, the world’s hardest 
annual test of man and machine, 
belongs to the AMA. In its first overseas 
assignment, the AMA organized and 
directed our men and the American 
support crews like a battle drill. 
Director of Amateur Activities Mike 
Vancil was the head honcho, with 
former pro director Tom Clark riding 
scout, and Penton designer John Penton 
cracking the whip over the Trophy team 
(half of whom were relatives). 

Last year at the ISDT in Spain, 
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Above, Tom Rockwood (9) and Jody 


Nicholas (23) really battle it out for the win 
at the 20-Lap AMA National at Ascot Park in 
Gardena, Calif. Before it was over, the lead 
had changed more than a dozen times; see 
who won on pages 6-7. Right, the Yanks are 
off and running to an unbelievable showing at 
the ISDT at the Isle of Man-they tied overall 
for fourth with Holland, their best effort ever.

without the AMA, the U.S. Trophy 
Team was 12th and last before the end 
of the first day. This year, on the green 
little island in the Irish Sea, we were 
fifth as the first night fell, and already 
the scrutineers were beginning to watch 
us closely, a new experience for 
Americans at the ISDT, for we never 
had been considered serious 
competition before: Enthusiasm ran 
high. 

The first day was not completed 
without casualties on our side. Steve 
Hurd on the Vase “B” team lost no 
marks, but had to retire after crashing 
and bashing a hole in his Puch’s gas tank 
which he could not repair. Parts are 
marked with a special paint to ensure 
that the same motorcycle finishes the 
six days as the one that started. Riders 
can change nothing except tires and 
nobody can help them. The Czechs 
consider mechanical talent more 
important in 6-Days than riding ability, 
and who should know better? To make 
their teams, they take expert Jawa 
mechanics and teach them to ride. 

The Germans are more complex. 
Everyone knows, but nobody can prove 
that a sample of the special paint that is 
mixed to a different secret formula for 
marking parts each year is flown to a

RYE, N.Y., kog 23, 1971 — The New 
York Daily News front-paged the 
picture of a sweet little gal’s face 
alongside an airborne CZ in full 
motocross trim. It was Miss Kerry Kleid, 
a demure (!) 21-year-old talented 
photographer who had just made 
history by being licensed as a 
real-honest-to-goodness Professional 
Motorcycle Competitor. 

Miss Kleid is small, slender, pretty 
and single. She speaks with the soft 
voice of a babe but her words emanate 
from a trained and educated mind. She 
has a quick wit and charming manner. 
And’ she has successfully destroyed the 
AMA’s stand against gal riders. Kerry 
had been issued a regulation green and 
white competition licénse by the AMA, 
but when she attempted to enter a meet 
at Unadilla, N.Y. on July 5th, it was 
“lifted”. A suit was promptly filed in 
Manhattan Federal Court under the 
jurisdiction of famed Judge Constance 
Baker Motley. Judge Motley is an ardent 
Women’s Lib proponent, and is known 
as ultra-liberal in her decisions. 

Russ March, AMA Executive 
Director, explained that Miss Kleid’s 
license had been improperly issued. He 
said that if Kerry filed a proper 
application, her license would be 
immediately reissued. Miss Kleid then 
contacted her district AMA 
congressman and received the necessary 
recommendation. The license was then 
issued and the court case was dropped. 
The AMA is struggling to organize its 
rather confused licensing procedures. 

Kerry is 21-years old. She looks 
younger. She does NOT look like any 
motocrosser I have ever seen. She does 
not act like most racers, having been a 
student at the University of Denver and 
at Franconia College in N.H. It was “up 
there” in New England that she was 
introduced to motorcycles and 
motorcycle competition. Within a short 
time after being dragged to spectate at a 
scrambles, she was out on the track and 
mixing it up with the boys. She 
consistently placed well. Kerry 
progressed from Novice to Expert her 
first year out. 

Her early riding experiences are a 
credit to the farsightedness of Sal 
DeFeo, Ghost Motorcycle Sales, Port 
Washington, N.Y. Sal recognized her 
natural abilities and fostered them with 
funds, machinery, equipment, 
mechanics and instructors. A short ride 
east of Ghost is a sand and gravel 
operation that has bared a tremendous 
scarred wasteland. Sal’s trucks would 
ferry Kerry and riders like Sonny DeFeo 
or Barry Higgins out to practice. She 
learned well. Nor is she limited in her 
talents. Kerry is a fine photographer and 
a skilled horsewoman. Her specialty is 
Dressage. Oddly enough, while never 
hurt on a bike, she managed to get 
busted by a horse. A few months ago, in 
Jersey for a meet, while loading the 
horses in a van, she was on the receiving 
end of a well-placed kick that slammed 
the tail gate into her face. Her nose was 
smashed and a laceration sliced from 
brow to lower lip. It took 60 stitches to 
get her together. And motorcycles are 
dangerous? 
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Kerry rides machines furnished by 
American Jawa. She rides a 250cc CZ. 
Between American Jawa and Ghost, she 
gets a lot of top flight assistance. 

Miss Kleid is single, fellas. And, aye, 
therein lies the rub. You must ride as 
well or better if you want to be seen 
with her. Though she may be called a 
Women’s Lib-type, she is quite feminine 
and realizes that she couldn’t 
comfortably emasculate her date in 
front of a crowd. 

Her folks, Mr. & Mrs. Louis Kleid of 
Rye, N.Y. are quite understandably 
proud of their daughter, but are not too 
thrilled with her ambitions. They are 
not motorcycle oriented, nor have they 
ever ridden. They have seen her race

only once. Mom claims that she didn’t 
like it, but Kerry says that Mom talked 
about it for weeks after. Kerry is 
headstrong enough to have reached her 
plateau without any financial help from 
the folks, nor their blessings. Kerry 
started riding three short years ago, yet 
she cannot give you a verbatim report 
on races won without referring to her 
scrap book. That’s how many events she 
has been in. 

I asked her if she plans to try other 
forms of competition. It was not the 
first time this question came up. Her 
answer was quick and short, ‘Perhaps 
half mile. No one mile. No road racing”. 
And then, “Yes, half mile. I’d like to 
race at Middletown, N.Y. I don’t have 
the machine for it, but I’m willing to 
talk...”. She has done desert racing and 
loves it and will do more. Other than 
her photography, Dressage is her only 
other involvement. It is a form of 
horsemanship requiring tremendous 
skill, patience, dedication and 
concentration. It is diametrically 
opposed to the tension of motorcycle 
racing. Kerry finds it relaxing. Dressage 
excites Arthur Godfrey. To each his 
(her) own. 

We will see a lot of Kerry on the 
track now. She is already planning on 
Unadilla this fall, and has been looking 
forward to events in Wisconsin and 
Idaho. She anticipates no animosity 
from other riders. Having ridden with 
the best of them, she asked (and 
received) no special favors. 

We might well find Kerry Kleid 
leading a new wave of pink leathers and 
sequinned bikes. It’s a whole new ball 
game. The ladies gotta do better on the 
track than they do on the highways. 

Heh, heh, heh. I just thought of those 
AMA Professionals that were caught 
with medical reports signed by 
obstetricians and gynecologists. Ohio is 
gonna have a ball with names like Kerry 
Kleid and Sammy Dunne. Neuter-gender 
names, feminine persons in and (former) 
all-male sport. As AMA Referee John 
Genise said, “The only drawback is 
trying to get promoters and track 
owners to install Ladies’ Rooms. in the 
pits for the’ kids.” They can always 
follow Jane Anne Poulos, the girl 
mechanic. She must have a few tricks by 
now.

Well, the first of the Trans-AMA 
motocross series has come and gone and 
Carlsbad was the scene of the 
happening. I stole a bit of that from the 
chap who covered the event for the L.A.

But happening 
it was and the AMA even got carried 
away listing attendance at 27,000, one 
of the promoters said it was 10,000 
while we of the press guesstimated at a 
figure around 15, 000 to 17,000. The 
people were there, that’s for sure in 
larger numbers ‘than we’ve seen 
anywhere for a motocross, and the large 
daily newspapers gave it good coverage, 
before and after the day. They’ve 
finally, after all these years of we 
motorcyclists beating our little fists on 
closed sports department doors, realized 
that we’re out there and in larger 
numbers than they realized. 

The pits developed into a bit of a 
mad house as there was no control over 
who went in and out but everyone 
survived but the riders had to make 
their way through lots of bodies to get 
to and from the start-finish lines. Riders 
coming in, especially if they’ve done 
badly, aren’t always appreciate of 
having to make their way through the 
gawkers. 

John Banks, who is quite a bit 
trimmer than he was last year, was back 
with friend Dave Bickers, both on C-Z’s. 
John, who was left without a job for the 
time being when BSA withdrew from 
competition, brings a though to mind. I 
wonder what he could do with one of 


those fantastic 501cc Maico’s? They’re 
the beasties that aren’t used a lot 
because the factory riders seem to have 
their troubles with ‘em. Maybe John, 
with his size, could really turn the trick 
on one. It took a big man like Dan 
Gurney to tame the 4.9 Ferrrari so why 
wouldn’t the same principle work on 
bikes?

All depends on 
how you look at one’s competitors I 
guess, or maybe Tim is learning the 
important art of psyching out his 
opposition, very important in 
motocross.

GARDENA, CAL., Sept. 25, 1971 — 
For at least a dozen years the most 
sought-after win on the National circuit 
is the Half Mile National at Ascot. Many 
have tried, most have failed. The Ascot 
National each year has usually been a 
runaway for the very few that have ever 
won. 

A new record crowd was on hand for 
the 13th annual running of the event 
Saturday night and they saw what is 
rated as the best Half Mile National ever 
run in the West — and maybe the East as 
well. 

Two young speedsters, neither old 
enough to vote until the new law went 
into effect, flat put it on the troops 
from start to finish with an assist from a 
road racing old timer but a new 
sensation in half mile racing. 

The crowd never left their seats from 
start to finish in the 20-Lap National 
Final that saw the lead change at least 
14 times on one part or another of the 
famed oval in Gardena. Many have been 
on hand for every national but had 
never seen one like this epic. 

Mark Brelsford took fast time honors 
but seven other riders were close behind 
and all eight were in the 22 second 
bracket for another first at Ascot. 

Then the three heats came out and 
the real action started happening faster 
than ever before. Brelsford kept going 
to take the win over teammate, Dave 
Sehl and it looked like the Harley hopes 
were right as Mark set a new 10-lap 
record by more than two seconds. 
Lloyd Houchins grabbed third and last 
direct transfer to the final. Terry 
Dorsch, Jim Rice, Mark Williams and 
Carl Patrick moved to the semi main. 

The second heat was loaded with 
talent. Romero got bottled. up in traffic 
early and tried to cut the high groove 
and fell off midway through the race. 
The duel was up front with Nicholas in 
the lead and Tom Rockwood right on

his rear wheel. Rockwood kept the 
pressure on and took the lead in the 
closing laps to win — and set a new 
track record, three seconds faster than 
the time tumed in by Brelsford! Keith 
Mashburn came from far back to take 
fourth. 

Frank Gillespie took third and last 
direct transfer but crashed one lap after 
the ten laps had been completed due to 
an error by the starter which flagged the 
race off after eleven laps, instead of ten. 
Official scoring and timing ended at the 
ten lap mark. Gillespie was hospitalized 
with a broken collarbone and 
automatically placed in the final and 
awarded 12th position, 

Mashburn, Keeter, Paul Bostrom and 
Ron Kruseman transferred to the semi 
main from the heat. 

Rookie John Hateley came up late in 
the final heat race to take the win with 
the identical ten lap time turned in 
earlier by Brelsford. Dave Aldana ran 
second with Mel Lacher in for third and 
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last direct transfer. Sammy Tanner, Don 
Castro, Eddie Wirth and Dick Mann 
went to the semi. 

Mann was the 25th qualifer and ran 
seventh in the heat for the last transfer 
in the semi-main event. Eddie Mulder 
tried to catch Mann for the last transfer 
position but failed. 

The Semi, always a good one at any 
dirt track national, could transfer only 
three riders onto the national final. The 
quick five-lapper was a bomb from start 


to finish with Keeter off to a perfect 
start and leading all the way for the win, 

Jim Rice got going to take second 
and Mann came from the back row to 
take third, again for the last transfer 
spot. It was rated as the best oval track 
ride that Mann has ever turned in at 
Ascot. Cancelled out of the final were 
Mashburn, Dorsch, Castro, Tanner and 
Williams. Rayborn had earlier failed to 
make it from the heat to the semi. 

Now the stage was set for what was 
to be a record shattering ride and a duel 
never before seen at any of the previous 


dozen Ascot Nationals. Rockwood was 
off the line from the pole and the leader 
into the first turn. Brelsford came up 
with engine troubles on the first lap. 

Nicholas and Hateley and a flock of 
others were right behind Rockwood at 
the end of the first two laps, By lap 
eight Jody and Tom were nose. to nose 
and the Triumph and Norton were equal 
in the horsepower division.

The last five laps found Jody trying 
to hold off Hateley who has also 
become a late lap charger like 
Rockwood. With two laps to go John 
picked off Jody and took after 
Rockwood. The two started the final 
lap running end for end but Tommy 
again put on a last lap surge that was the 
fastest lap of the night and open the gap 
at the finish to three lengths.

Gary Scott was missing from the 
Junior class action due to an injury 
from the week before. So it appeared 
that the duel was between Yamaha 
mounted Kenny Roberts from 
California and Alabama’s Frenchy 
LeBlanc on a Triumph. 

Roberts posted the fast Junior time 
trial, LeBlanc was third fastest. Roberts 
won his heat race but his ten lap time 
was topped by Ron Moore, Triumph, 
who won the second heat. 

LeBlanc came out for the third heat 
and looked like an easy winner but with 
nearly a straightaway lead on the final 
lap he fell off, much to the surprise of 
the corwd and himself. No reason was 
given and it was Idaho’s Tom Sawyer on 
a Triumph, backing into the win.

COST OF LIVING COUNCIL 
Policy Statement 22 
IMPORTS 
Fluctuations in international 
exchange rates: As previously ruled, 
an import price increase due to a 
change in the world market price 
may be passed on so long as the 
product is neither physically 
transformed by the seller nor 
incorporated as a component of 

another product. 

An import price increase due to 
appreciation in the value of a 
foreign currency in relation to the 
dollar is treated in exactly the same 
way as an increase arising from 
changgs in world market prices. 

These provisions apply only to 
import transactions that took place 
after August 15. They do not apply 
to goods in inventory on that date. 

Sellers of imported goods who 
pass on price increases to their 
customers must maintain adequate 
records to document the increases 
and must, on request, provide this 
information to buyers. 

Note: Changes in prices arising 
from appreciation in the value of a 
foreign currency in relation to the 
dollar and changes instituted by 
foreign suppliers are treated 
differently from the supplemental 
duty (the import surcharge) in two 
respects: 

(a) The surcharge may be passed 
on to the final customer even when 
the import is transformed or 
incorporated into another product. 

(b). Sellers who pass on the 

surcharge must show the amount of 
the surcharge on the sales ticket or 
invoice, with the exception that 
retailers may elect to follow an 
alternate procedure. 
Indication of import surcharge 
passed on to the customer: As 
previously stated, sellers who do 
not absorb the total amount of 
surcharge on imported goods must 
show on sales tickets or invoices the 
exact penny-for-penny amount that 
is passed on to the consumer. As an 
alternative, firms selling at retail to 
final consumers will be in 
compliance if all of the following 
conditions are met: 

(1) Mark the price tag, or use a 
distinctive colored price tag, to 
indicate that the price of the item 
includes a portion or all of the 
import surcharge (Exhibit A). 

(2) Post in a prominent place in 
the store at least one sign 
(minimum of 30x40”), plus a 
readily visible sign at each cash 
register explaining the marking 
procedure and stating that the 
amount of the duty passed on to 
the consumer is available on request 
(Exhibit B). 

(3) When the amount of the 
surcharge included in the price is 
not immediately available in the 
store, a form letter should be 
provided upon request informing 
the customer of the amount of 
supplemental duty (Exhibit C). 

The import surcharge may be 
passed through even if the import is 
transformed or incorporated into 
another product.

DIRT RIDERS

Two bills of extreme importance to 
off-road vehicle enthusiasts were heard 
by the Senate Natural Resources & 
Wildlife Committee on September 13th. 
AB 2342 (Chappie), which is our Bill to 
register off-road vehicles and use the 
funds to develop motorcycle and 
mini-bike parks and trails, was passed 
unanimously. AB 2342 now goes to the 
Senate Committee on Revenue and 
Taxation and, if approved there, will go 
to the Senate Floor for final approval. 

AB 3069 (Z’berg), was all of its latest 
amendments reported last week, was 
‘held over in Committee’ as Mr. Z’berg’s 
request. Three of the nine committee 
members were absent and it became 
obvious from the comments raised by 
those committee members who were 
present, that if a vote had been taken, 
AB 3069 would have been voted down. 


It is a certainty that Mr. Z’berg will 
be back with his Bill next week. We can 
only presume that he will try to 
persuade the Committee Members to 
vote in favor of AB 3069 in the 
meantime. We (including YOU,. the 
reader) must persuade our Senators to 
vote against AB 3069. Time is 
super-short! You must write, telephone, 
or telegraph your Senator at this very 
moment if you don’t want dirt-riding 
outlawed. 

You can bet your double-clutching 
boots that the ultra-conservationists and 
cattlemen associations will be flooding 
the State Capitol with letters in favor of 
AB 3069. Are you going to let them get 
away with it? i

road riders need your support, so write 
immediately to your Assemblyman and 
Senator asking that they vote in favor of 
HR 126. If passed, the Division of 
Highways will be required to seek other 
ways of solving this problem without 
imperiling the safety of motorcyclists.

Scores in these special tests, as well as 
noise level checks, equipment (lights, 
horn, etc.) tests and the grand finale 
road race would determine who, among 
those who zeroed their enduro times, 
would win Gold and who would deserve 
only Silver or Bronze medals. Bronze 
you get just for finishing. To keep your 
Gold, you have to score within 20% of 
the fastest man’s points in each of the 
specials. 

A grubby group of 20 Americans 
identified in blue helmets striped with 
white, lined up their tired, dirty 
machines on the famous Isle of Man 
road race course. Mind you, with 
knobby tires! The Italians and Germans 
stripped off their Barbour suits revealing

MOORPARK, CAL., Sept. 12, 1971 — 
The Valley Observed Trials Enthusiasts’ 
second trials was as interestingly 
different as the first. Muntz Cycle Park 
was chosen as the site and a well laid 
out trials it was. 

A total of 18 sections dotted a 4-mile 
loop. The kids and beginners rode the 
first six sections except they took 
different exits than did the Amateurs. 
The Amateurs rode sections 1 through 
12 three times each and _ the 
Master-Experts rode sections 7 through 
18 four times each. 

The most interesting sections 
included a slow hill climb. The start was 
at the base of a hill, then. a sharp left 
around a tree started you off camber up 
the hill. Halfway up the hill a left turn 
then to the top. But that’s where it 
ended, it circled around a tree at the top 





then headed straight down to the 
bottom. Not bad except just before the 
bottom a90-degree turn to the right was 
installed. Those with excellent brakes 
(not just good, but excellent), strong 
arms, and just the right touch were able 
to clean it. This type of section should 
be included more often to test the bike 
as well as the rider. 

Everyone will remember section 8. 
Laid out under some trees, it provided 
some excellent endos for the camera 
bugs. The section was simple enough on 
entrance and the rest of the way 
through. The real kicker was the exit, 
down in a ravine, a sharp (too sharp for 
most) right then straight up the bank. 
Only a few cleaned it and most took the 
ultimate — a 5. 

Section 10 offered some endurance as 
it was about 200 yards up a gully,, an 
excellent section as most of it was just

ADELANTO, CAL., Sept. 12, 1971.— 
ret about 50 of them didn’t believe the 
SRA ads which read 8 a.m. start for 
Novices and 8:10 for Beginners.

Desert Area Open for ORV Use 


A 12,000 acre area of public land near Barstow, Calif., has been identified as 


suitable for use by motorcyclists 


and other off-road vehicle users. The 


announcedment was made by Delmar D. Vail, Manager of the Bureau of Land 
Management’s Riverside District & Land Office. Vail said that the area had been 
under study for several months, after being identified as one of several potential 


off-road use areas. 


The area lies near the southern limits of Barstow, within a triangle formed by the 
Barstow freeway on the west, Barstow Road to the east and the Stoddard Wells Road 
on the south. Maps showing the exact location of the area are available at the 
Riverside Office, 1414 University Ave., Riverside, at 25 cents each. 

Vail said that suitability of the area was determined after close examination of the 
land, consideration of the resources concerned and close cooperation with interested 
persons and groups. He noted that his staff had been aided greatly in selection of the 
off-road use area by an 18 member ad hoc committee formed for this purpose. 
Represented on the group, called the High Desert Recreation Use Committee, are 
rockhounds, motorcyclists, dune-buggyists, 4-WD enthusiasts and commercial 
interests as well as conservationists, scientists, wildlife biologists, law enforcement 
agencies and county government. This group is continuing its volunteer duties by 
examining other areas of public land on the High Desert and making 
recommendations to the Bureau of Land Management as to their protection, 


development and use.
